If fhe 
Democrats bad had their way during the 
Jast four years, they would have stopped the 
wwar, and there would have been no country to 
serve and save. While the Now-Jeracy 
soldiers were fighting the Rebels, the 
Now-Jersey Democrats in Congress were 
voting to refuse money to carry on the 
war. They would haye withheld all poy from 
the soldiers, and left their wives aud children 
at home to suffer and starve, rather than 
seo the Union cause succeed.

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TWEE SITUATION. 

It ts nonrly six months since the Rebellion 
closed. Although mon hoped for the besty, still 
the event came so suddenly that when people 
now speak of it a8 a '* collapse" they use, per- 
haps, the most exprossive phrase. ‘The revolu- 
tion did not ond with tho South.  Tbat 
inestimably glorious and at the same timo 
inexpressibly sad month of April was as 
ML of meaning to tho North as to the 
South, 

Thronghout the North, public opinion has 
suffered the reaction that seems always to suc- 
ceed a reyolution, Tho parties during the war 
were based upon the probable contingoney or 
the war—one party insisting that persistonce 
would bring success, tho othor that war was 
irretrievably a failure. Events, of course, have 
decided the merit of any such difference, and 
now that our arms Haye beon triumphant, all 
wen hurry to the national flog as the only bau- 
ner of free Amorica, Succe tho radeat but 
the surest test of merit, and we can of course 
claim all the virtues that belong to a nation 
haying shown that most national of virtues, 
strength. The Copperhead clemeut has beon 
assimilating itself to tho Usiion party. The 
chagrin of disappointed hope is bad enongh, 
without still following what’ they seo to be « 
shadow, The Conventions who represent this} 
clement haye perceptibly in most cases, boldly 
in that of Now-York, advanced their “ground 
All the issues of tho war they consider as 
ended, and claim that the time bas 
come fora new cast of paxtios. In 
Kenmeky, however, and / New-Jersey, we 
find the organization clinging steadily to 
Slavery. To use ono of Mr. Kinglake's prettiost 
wotaphors, although Slavery is dend, they can- 
not bo torn from her cold embrace. ‘Lhe popu 
lar vote of Kentucky has decided against the 
Constitutional Amendment; partly, we imagine, 
with the hope of inducing the Government to 
pay tho owners of the negroes large sums of 
money. In New-Jersey the Fapatal hayo not 
yet spoken, A legiskiture holding to tho blind 
and dead forms of Slavery declined to ratify the 
mendment, but the friends ‘of freedom, con- 
fident that New-Jorsey’ will spun the cown- 
sels of those time-serving gentlemen, baye made 
fn appeal’ to the people, aud under Marous L. 
Ward the eampsigu progresses rapidly. We 
haye hopes of carrying New-Jersey, and thus 
making the North a unit on tho side of Freedom, 
In the West, the campaigns are yoid of interest. 
Ohio is exercised as to whether Robert E. 
Schenck or John Sherman shall bo Senator. 
Gen. Cox and Gen, Morgan are rauning for 
Governor, and the former will, we hope, be 
elected. At the same time, his unfortunate and 


sylyania, four soldiers are running for two 
inconsiderable officeg and tho politicians are 
making a great noise oyer them. The party 
lines aro blurred and indistinet by reason of an 
unnecessary address of Mr. John Cessua’s, the 
Republican leader, against manhood suftrage— 
that we take to be in opposition to 
of the Conyention. The Mayoralty 
of Philadelphia—tho office in Ponnsylyania next 
in importance to that of Governor, and upon the 
result of which will probably depend the State— 
is being vigorously contested. In Connecticut, 
the question of manhood suffrage will be decided 
in afew days: ‘This is tho ouly New-Englond 
State that makes color as much a disquelifica- 
tionas a felony, and our friends are making 
stronuons efforts to succeed. This begins the 
now campaign for freedom that will soon ox- 
cite the attention of the country, unless Con- 
gress should succeed in arriving at some earlier 
settlement of the qnestion. In New-York the 
Democratic party has pnt up the whole concern 
at auction, nnd a few days sinco Mr. Richmond 
went to Washington to get a bid from Prosident 
Johnson. They only wanted a certain number 
of nice offices—with a small assortment of jobs 
ahd contracts—snd their devotion would be 
sublime. : 

In the Southern States the work of recon- 
struction has been going on after a fashion, 
When the war ended, the South was prostrate, 
and we might haye ended, forever every ques- 
tion involving a fandamental question of free- 
dom, and entered into these correlative quos- 
tions of public policy upon which the prosperity 
of a people depends. There was no feeling 
among tho Southern people but anxiety for re- 
union, They gaye the contest a greater meau- 
ing than we of the North. ‘They fought with 
more earnestness and sincerity, and when de- 
feated they gladly accepted every condition of 
defeat. A false public opinion, however, has 
been created here among the Union parties, and 
it now finds a reflex in the South. The 
dqnger is that what we call magnanimity they 
will call timidity. Evyidencos of this are already 
seen in some of the Southern States. In Ala- 
bama, Slavery was surrendered only after a 
struggle, a strong party insisting upon referring 
the question to the Supreme Court. ‘Chis party 
is the growth of recent events, ond is really led 
by such men as Gen. Cox and Mr. Cessna. The 
result is that should the Southern States 
be admitted again to the Union, they come 
back as a unit, with a political question open 
to excite all their anciont prejudices and rei 
tablish the old and painful issues. ‘J wish, 

said a noted Southern leader, recently, ‘I wish 
never again to hear the word} South, Hence- 
forward this is the great American Republic, and 
Tam ap Amoricon.” If this feeling could be in- 
troduced into our new political relations it 
would bea blessed thing; but with a narrow, 
contracted, unjust policy, doing a wrong to four 
millions of our fellow-conntrymen, the moral

SOUTH ©AROLINA LOYALTY. 

Wo find in one or two papors that cannot bo 
suapocted of Radicalism, somo interesting and 
significant incidents of the Perry Coavention in 
South Carolina, It appears that Mr. Perry is 
himself the master-spirit of the Convention. 
One: correspondent says the Provisional Goy- 
ernor ‘sometimes spends the wholeday there; 
his son and private secretary is one of the dele- 
gates; itis an almost every hour occurrence in 
the debates that the question is asked, ‘Is that 
yiow approved by the Provisional Governor?! or 
the remark made, ‘I think wo had better con- 
sult the Governor first." One of tho Pro- 
visional Governor's particular friends scoms to 
be a’ Mr, Aldrich, of the fire-cating prsuasion, 
who opened the business of the Conyontion by 
offering the following resolution: 


" Resleed, Thnt under the present oxtractdinary olr- 
onmstances, it is bath wise and politic t accept the 
condition in which wo aro placed; to onda patiently 
the cvils which wo cannot avert or coricct; sd f0 axcail 
cally the time and opportunity to cect ourdelicerance 
Jrom unconstitutional rule." 


In the debate which followed, Mr. Aldrich 
declared that the people of his State were living 
tinder a military dospotism, repugnant alike to 
thom and to the Foderal Constitution. He 
hoped for the speedy overthrow of the party 
now in power at tho North, and tho restoration 
of a constitutional government under tho Dem- 
ocratic party—jast as in the good old times 
before the Charleston Convention, and with the 
unlimited right for every man to “ larap his

‘Therefore resolved, that it is the paramount 
duty of South Carolina to uso every lawful 
means to avert his doom, and that a deputation 
be sent to Washington to ask that tho same 
clemenoy shown to us “ the sharers of his guilt, 
if guilt there be,” be granted to Davis. We haye 
no objection to tho petition, but tho language 
f it strikes us as being a little “loud,” all 
things considered. 

The amendment to abolish Slavery was not 
destined to pass without debate, and proposed 
amendments. A Mr. Blair objected to tho 
ordinance because ‘ two hundred million dollars 
of property lad been taken from a people at one 
blow, and the passage of the ordinance in this 
shape will debar them of the last faint hopo of| 
compensation." Blair was for lenying the mat- 
tor to a fature legislature, which would w- 
doubtedly ‘be a inuch fairer representation of 
the people than the Convention.” He proposed, 
also, an amendment “to prevent the negroes 
from engaging in any but menial occupations" 
—such as being a delogato. to constitutional 
conventions, and the like, wo suppose. 

Mr. James L. Orr, the former Speaker of the 
Tlonse of Ropresentatives, is a person of moro 
consequence than most whoso uames appear in 
the Convention. His voice is for prudenco, yot 
he cannot restrain himself from saying, “If 
good fortune had not jollowed the South, and 
had not Andrew Johnson been placed in tho 
Prosidential chair, the Radical clement would 
have ruled. . Andrew Johnson is the dyke 
that preserves us from the wave of Northorn 
Radicalism.” That is, had not Mr. Lincoln 
been assassinated, good fortune would not haye 
followed the South, as it is now following it. 
Gep. MeGowan—General by Rebel title—is 
another specch-maker. He declares: ‘It is 
my calm aud deliberate conviction that the war 
was waged on us. We wished to manage our 
affairs in our own way, and that was tho head 
and front of our offending. . Tintond 
to yote for prohibiting Slavery in the Constitu- 
tion only on condition that we are to baye the 
rights of a State in the Union, and that we alone 
should have the right to manage our political 
affinities in our own way. If not, I would pro- 
fer martyrdom.” 

As in tho caso of Alabama, which we consid- 
ered the other day, we quote thesd expressions of 
opinion by leading men in the South Carolina 
Conyontion as eyidence of the roal fecling of 
the State, not expressed in its formal ordinanes 
How much genuine Joyalty thero is in them 
our readers may judge. 


NEW UTILITIES, 
‘The proposed emigration \o this country of a 
colony of Italian grape and silk-growors, the in- 
troduction of the Cashmerd goat in Indiana, 
and the renewed effort to ptoure the natural- 
ization of the camel on our Western plain, are 
aclass of novelties which naw excite thought- 
ful curiosity among our agricnlturists. We 
eannot sce any reason why these frnitful and 
useful innovations should fail jo find a genoral 
welcomblamong horticulturists und stock-raisors 
worthy of the enterpriso which has concoiyed 
them. Thoy show that the genius of tho coun- 
try, after its relief from war, is ahxious to apply 
itself to the soil, and that the Dist ideas of the 
old world are ready to come to us. 
An Italian gentleman, thr¢ugh Minister 
Marsh, offers tho Commissionpr of Agri- 
culture to bring 4 company|of ilk and 
grape-growers and wine-mantfacturers to 
New-York or to New-Jorsoy, it ig said, but we 
presume to any place in {the Middlo 
States where proper ground can bp allotted for 
1,000,000 grape vines and 10,000 mblberry trees. 
He estimatos that three years would produce a 
very largo profit, and that, in fiv§ yoars after 


which may bo mado of great uso and 
yalic, The camol, too, is again brought to 
the attention of stock raisers by Mr. Joseph 
Fabvens, though wo haye recollection that the 
camel, as alvendy tried by the Govornment, 
{uiled in inadept and earoless hands. Mr. Fubons 
asserts thatithe camel. will bear transportation 
better than horses or cattle; it docs not need 
half the food ofa horse, and will trayel nearly 
fifty miles por day, without water for ton days, 
bearing a burden of six or eight handrad pounds, 
and cropping fodder out of even dried leaves nnd 
briars. In addition, it does not suffer from ox- 
treme heat or cold, and, of course, requires but 
little care, For all purposes of far Western 
travel it is more than horse and mule combined, 
and its indispensable uso in the settlemont of our 
territories, in shortening and accommodating 
the tedious journey of trayolers across our West- 
ern plains, cannot be denied. It remains that 
our capitalists shall be induced and be told how 
to import. 

‘Thore is nothing in any of these prospects 
which seems either implausible or impracticable, 
Wore it proposed that a conntry less extensive 
than our own should receive these innovations, 
wo might, indeed, doubt. But the United 
States aro a kind of cosmos of climes, as of 
minerals and yogetables. ‘Thore is room enough 
hore to receive the best ideas and growth of the 
old world, while we can give much more in ro. 
turn hich tho old world cannot take so readily. 
We may find in these projects new means of| 
incregsing our home product, and a proper way 
of borrowing from abroad. 


ALABAMA ON THE NEGRO. 

It is useless to affoot any surprise at the ordi- 
nance of the Alabama Convention excluding 
negro testimony from the courts. The pro- 
ceedings of the Convontion through alll its ses- 
sions have pointed tosuch a conclusion. There 
has not been one word uttered showing a pur- 
pose to acoépt cordially or even intelligently 
the oltered condition of affairs. Every voice 
heard in the Convention has becn for a 
recognition of emancipation as compulsory 
and unwelcome. Every speaker has indicated 
his purpose to make frecdom menn as little 
as possible to the negro, Such a convention 
fitly crowns its labors with a resolution denying 
to the frceedman ovory civil right except the 
right not to be sold on the auction block. Ers- 
kine, raised to the peerage, painted oyer. his 
doors the legend, “Trial by Jury,” to signify 
his sense of its inestimable value to the free 
Englishman, What words would his indignant 
lips have found strong enough to denounce an 
act that denies to the half-freed nogro not 
merely trial by his peers, but tho right to be 
heard in any case that can arise in any court of| 
law. Under this Alabama ordinance tho only 
spot a negro has a right to ocoupy in the court- 
room is the prisoner's dock. When he is there, 
charged it may be with a capital crime, the word 
of a perjured white man who nover saw him may 
convict him and send him to the gallows, 
thongh twenty blacks stand ready to prove his 
perfect innocence. Such law and snob legisla- 
tion as that is an outrage against civilization 
but one degree less brutal than Slavery itsolf. 
It outstrips oven the barbarity of the slave 
code, for that permitted the negro to testify in 
cases where negroos only were parties; this ex- 
cludes bim in every case. 

Tn judging of the loyalty of Alabama and ofher 
disposition to concede manhood to the negro 
whom she did not emancipate, this Inst ordi- 
nance controls all pther testimony—vere there 
any testimony anywhere that tho Stato is in- 
spired by the spirit of Freedom instoad of 
Slavery. This, and not the so-called ordi- 
nance of abolition, stereotypes the opinion 
of the Convention. This is the shape which 
such speeches a8 that we quoted from last 
week finally take. That speech—Mr. 
White’s—might be deemed the utterance 
of but one man. It was in fact the opinion of

should have done. _I say this to lot men know 
that I for one don’t yield Slavery willingly, 1 
believe that sotting the slaves free in these 
States will be put down as the blackest act eyor 
performed:" ‘Lhero is any quantity moro of the 
same yenomons outpourings, 

Now who believes that a conyention of 
which Mr, White and Mr. Langdon are leaders 
can mean to do justice to the freedmen, whose 
emancipation, in their eyes, is acrime of the 
Diackest dye? Who believes that the State, 
left under the guidance of such men} will allow 
any real freedom for the blacks to exist within 
its limits? Nor is this feoling of exasperation 
against the nogro and against the authors of his 
freedom tho sole motive which controls the 
policy of the Convention, Mr. Langdon, bit- 
terly hating emuncipation as be does, yet tells 
the Convention they must admit it formally— 
otherwise no chance of readmission and no other 
means toward that political supremacy which 
the pro-Slavery leaders expect to reéstablish 
over the North. Tho gentieman is mistaken 
in thinking that we dre conciliating the Radi- 
cals. We are acting not ouly for ourselves, but 
also for our friends in the North, to enable 
them to destroy the Radical party.” 

We aro obliged to Mr, Langdon for lotting 
that ‘particularly large cat out of the bag. 
Words could not deolare more explicitly that 
the Democratic leaders at the North have noti- 
fied their old allies that they must agree to some 
show of emancipation to conciliate Northern 
prejudico and to get back into Congress. Once 
there, the two will again strike hands, and will 
offectually obstruct any Congressional legisla- 
tion looking to the sceurity of the freedmen 
against such oppression as this Alabama ordi- 
nance of exclusion from the courts contem- 
plates.

We cawnoten- 
dure what is now going on, I will not particular- 
ize, for you all know to what Trefer, We know 
how to manage the negro better than anybody 
else, but we cannot get control of him without first 
getting back into the Union.” 

Needless to continue the quotations, "What 
Alabama cannot enduro, is simply the Freed 
men’s Bureau, or any other effort toward jus- 
tice and protection by law for the nogro, Abol- 
ish that Bureau, withdraw the United States 
troops—as scems to be the present policy at 
Washington—open the doors of Congress to the 
Alabama delegation, is to remit the nogro to 
such an unchecked despotism as this ordinance 
imposes on him, and to-announce our acquies- 
conce in a policy that will not stop sbort of the 
extermination of the black race.

have now ocoupicd the whole of tho Argentine 
Province of Corrientes, and Lopez—in order, as 
he says, ‘‘to preseryo the equilibrium of tho 
Plato”—has annexed it to Paraguay. This step 
is of great importance, It leaves no doubt that 
Lopez has the stmo intentions with regard to 
the Argentine Province of Entro Rios, which lies 
south of Corrientes. The unsuccessful accom- 
plishment of this plan would remove the great 
disadvantago from which Paraguay has hore- 
tofore suffered, of being on inland State, and 
would givo to it at once a commanding position 
among the States on the River Plate. 
On the river Uruguay tho Paraguayans scom 
also to haye again beon successful. Tho Bra- 
zilinn troops, which bad been detailed to dis- 
pute their further advance, have fallen back, 
the important Brazilian town of Uragaoyan 
has Ween occupied, and the river Tbicny, tho 
frontior between Urognoy aud Brazil, has boon 
crossed. 
‘Vhe progress made by the Allies in organ- 
izing a large army docs not seem to be altogether 
satisfuctory.‘They do not yot feel strong enough 
to arrest the advancing columns of the Para- 
guoyans, and continne to retreat. Wo learn, 
moreover, that the Argentine army of Prosidont 
Mitre shows signs of insubordination, while the 
Paragnayans are admitted to be much better 
disciplined.

‘Thero is another point in Mr. Cabell’s argu- 
ment which we desire’ especially to commend, 
and that is, his invitation to Northern white 
men to go South and purchase lands, No coun- 
try on the earth was ever moro blessed with 
fertility of soil, advantages of commerce and 
manufactures, railways, wator-courses, and sea- 
boards, than our Southern States. Labor is im 
demand, markets are accessible, land is cheap, 
and in two or threo’ staples they control the 
markets of the world. Let us elaborate thia 
point by taking the State of Nerth Carolina. 
By looking at tho census we mayseo that North. 
Carolina iu1860 had nearly a million of inhab- 
itants,,of Which nearly 700,000 were frea—the 
rest slaves. Allowing the natural increase of 
population to balance the waste of war, we may 
say that there are now in that Stato nearly a 
million of freemen and freedmen, ‘The popula- 
tion is nenrly all native—not more than 3,000 
foreigners iu the whole State, Ireland, which 
has sent so many of her children to us, giving 
New-York alone over 200,000, gives North Car- 
olina but 889. Tlere then is a yast field for 
emigration. The climate, cmbracing the 
3th and 36th parallols of —_Jatitnde, 
includes the cotton and tobacco regions, and 
both of these staples have been successfully 
cultivated. North Carolina in 1860 raised 145, 
514 bales of cotton, less than any other South- 
ern Stato but Florida and Virginia, balnnoing 
the account, however, by raising 7,593,976 
pounds of rice, 32,853,250 pounds of tobacco, 
with live stock over thirty-one millious in value, 
acorn crop of 30,078,504 bushels, an oat crop 
of 2,781,860 bushels, a pes and bean crop of 
1,932,204 bushels, almost the largest in the 
Union, next to the largest sweet potato crop, and 
Ube largest crops of wool aud flax in the South- 
em States. The opportunities for profitably 
raising nll these crops, as well as the early fruits, 
are inany, from tha fuet that the furms of North 
Carling are very near the markets of Baltimore, 
Philadelphia and New-York. ‘he soil is pecu- 
liarly adapted to the cultivation of the grapo, 
and the making of wine. The tar, turpontine 
and lumber interests of North Carolina—which 
will last as long as ber long-lenfed yellow pines 
are very valuable. ‘Tho war prostrated them, 
afd the mdustry and capital of white mon must 
baild thom up. ‘The highest mountaiis cast of 
the Rocky Mountains, are in this State, and 
for four hundred miles the Jand slopes from the 
ountains, 7,000 feet high, down to tho sea 
oust, giving a temperature remarkably oqua- 
blo, and capable of growing all manner of

Tho Chicago und North-Western’ Railroud 

allows itself a quarter over fourteen hours for 
each passage of 280 wiles oyer @ remarkably 
loyel and facile country from Chicago to La 
Crosse, whore it strikes tho Mississippi, At 
this place, there would seem to be no oxouse 
for our National bad babit of non-punetuality in 
railroading; yet I understand that it is usual for 
trains to arrivo from thirty to sixty minutes be- 
hind time, os onrs did, Must we giye up that 
this vieo is boyond euro? 
—Years have passed since I last before tray- 
ersed North-astern Illinois and Southorn Wit 
consin, and, though theso haye maiuly beon 
Years of gigantic, exhausting war, the improye- 
mont meantime is veryinanifest, hero ure not 
many now cabins built or newsettlemonts mado; 
but the farms ure larger, better fenced, better 
cnltivated, and far more productive. Tho crops 
this season are good—that of Wheat fairly so, 
whilo Corn was rarely or never so ample, despite 
tho peraistont rains of July and August, whieh 
would have injured it but for the remarkable 
warmth of Soptembor, whereby frost is still 
held at bay. Nover before was there so much 
Corn in tho West as now; and, if Stock Hogs 
were not deficient, there would be fifty per 
cent moro Pork made for noxt year's consump- 
tion than for that of any former year. But 
domestio animals of all kinds (dogs of course 
excepted) aro in scant supply, thongh Sheep 
are constantly and rapidly increasing. On tho 
whole, the West was ueyer before so thrifty as 
now. \ 

The North-Western Railrdad crosses Rock 
River at Janesville, which will soon be a manu- 
facturing city of decided importance, and forks 
at Watertown, the right branch tending to 
Green Bay, tho Ieft to tho Mississippi, Above 
Watertown, the country“is new to me, and 
much of it excellent, though it is not so uni- 
formly good as the southorn portion of the Stato. 
Infact, there are nob many regions of eqnal 
aree on auy continent that oan vie in excellence 
of soil with the valley of Rock River. *Miry 
swamps, that were oneo shallow lakes, but hayo 
gradually filled go as to be seldom covered with 
water, frequently diversify the country stretch- 
ing westward Jrom Watertown, 

Nenr Portage City, we crossed the short canal 
which comicots Fox River with the Wisconsin, 
affording a passage way for boats from Greon 
Bay and the Great Lakes through the Mi 
ppi to the Gulf, The rivers are here Jess than 
two miles apart; the Wisconsin, vory much 
the larger, is usually some four fect the higher, 
and its waters, whon in flood, often copiously 
overspread the marsh which separates thom and 
so find their way to the Gulf of St. Lawrence, 
T belicyo tho little canal has not proved a good 
venture to its owners, as itis essential to the 
prosperity of such an enterprise that it should 
not only be fonsible but that it should subservo 
a public need: and there seems to be little pro- 
duce that seoks a market throngh this canal. 
Though we approach the Wisconsin at Port- 
ago City, we cross it at Kilbounti City, fourteen 
miles furthor west, and it was now so dark that 
Isaw nothing, I believe tho valley of this im- 
portant river has hitherto ministered to human 
wants mainly from its vast wealth of Pine, and 
is deemed in the main infertile, 

La Crosse, as the highest point by many miles 
at which a railrond from the East has thos far 
tapped the Mississippi, is an active, thriving 
young city of 6,000 inhabitants, the focus of a 
very considerable trade. 

Tho steamboat Northern Belle was hero 
awaiting us, and laid her course up the river 
within an hour after our arrival. We passed 
Winona—tho chief river port of lower Minneso- 
ta, about daylight nest morning, and I spent 
the day in deeply interested observation of the 
ever-changing sconery of the Upper Mississippi, 
whose beauty surpasses my highest anticipa- 
tions. ‘Though villages of fifty to five hundred 
houses appear on one or the other bank at ir- 
regular intervals of five to fifteen miles, yery 
little of cultivation is presented, and apart from 
the villages, the eye ranges over a. prospect 
little changed by the labors of civilized man, 
The “bluffs,” or inclosing hills, are usually 
three or four bandred feot high; perpendicular 
at a few points, but gonorally sloped so as to be 
covered with grass and timber—the trees mainly 
oak end scattered, though many of the innu- 
merable rayines that intersect and segregate 
them scem thickly wooded, as are their crests 
sometimes, and the valleys of the tributary 
streams almost always, Back of the blufls, es 
pecially on the Minnesota side, stretches a broad 
expanse of treeless prairie, which has been quite 
generally located and much of it settled by im- 
migrants from the East, who find thoir timber 
in tho ravines and valleys of the tributary 
streams aforesaid. 

Tha bluffs frequently crowd tho river, but 
they usually reeede from it half a mile to two 
or three wiles, and, near the mouths of gomo of 
the larger tributaries, they are nearly or quite 
lost to view, though seldom from both banks at 
once. Between them, on one side or both sides 
of tho river, but ta part forming islands in its 
bed, stretches an itteryalo averaging perhaps 
two miles in width, tynost uniformly wooded 


aboyo the present surface “ef the mighty river, 
whereby portions of it are atiually and nearly 
all of it is occasionally submerged, ‘This inter- 
vale seems sandy and less fertile than "I would 
hayo presumed it; and this, with the liability 
to inundation, must account for the fact that 
not one acro in each hundred of it has yet been 
subdued to cultivation.

Adri¢n is a handsomo city of ten thonsand 
Snuabitests, This % miles from Wotedo and 72 from 
Datrolt, It hos 10 ohnrohes, 5 large union sohool- 
houses. A tone of these noholars oro fittod for sophowora 
lasses of vollegee—all fra, ‘The Adrian College, cou- 
ducted by tho Wesloyan Methodists, has 400 students, 
and ieefino insutution, ‘The Michigan Southern Rail 
road, leading from Chicago to ‘Toledo, bas branches 
heneo, to Jackson utd Detrolt, aud here aro ita ear 
and locomotive works, employing mony laborers und 
skillfulmechanics. ‘Thera are threo telegraphto ofices 
sud to duily papore, The Expositor aud The Times, 
‘The latter was nDomecratic papor, but recootly it har 
boon converted. In other parts of the county arc 
threo workly papers. ‘Tho county has a population of 
40,000, and fs the eecond in tug Stato in wealth and 
pppnlilon, Ie fs eolobraled for fino sheop nnd stock. 

‘ore ols0 aro many fruttfol orchards. ‘Thirty yours 
ago this Whole country wasa wilderness. ‘Tho eoll is 
good, mostly eandy und gravel, well auapied to grass, 
grain, and in partioulax to potatoes and hardy grapos. 
Vor hondrads of wiles the gonntry resembles tho cele. 
brated Amorican Bottom on tho Misslesippi, though the 
soll isthlunor, 1 Fu 

Few forws aro Jarger than 160 acres, many aro 
emaller; most of the curly so(tlérs were from Now- 
York ond stilare living; the mujority came ubout 20 
sears ego; they have good houses, barns, aud orchards, 
und everything comfortable. ‘Thoy’ have mach less 
agus thai formerly, ‘Tho nnmber of soung persons 
botwoen the ages of {6 And 22 geoms to ‘me very great, 
not only here, bat throngli the: whole. State, and nce, 
in traveling, 1 saw ao many that I inquired what great 
gathering Was to take place. I hove witnvesed iquoy 
returning regiments—oftyn tho girls klesed este 

No where, in oil my traycls, havo I scen a peoplo 
who, whilo' being prosporous, religious, and well-in- 
formed, are so much on ancquallty, Only in towns 
have ‘I scon wretched-looking’ ‘people. In par- 
ticular, do thoy drosa weil, Tam conyined they 
‘ore conbled to do x0 from the profits of thofr eheop, for 
¢uch furmor keeps a fow, * 

Invticed that they are deficient in mannfacthros, 
Niles andothor towns have sbuudant wator-power,whleh 
is nnused.ond they languish, Tu Adrian tho River Raisin 
has a fall of 20 feet, which might rao a cotton or 
woolen-factory. Hore is a good opening for somo East- 
ern onpitaliat, ‘Che country around Ja riob, sud there 
fa nlarce (rade, a portion comlog ox fur of 40 and. 50 
miles by tome, and inuch from Indiana and Obio. 

Soycral parties in this oounty have puld great atten- 
ton to ra(siug and training fast horses: “Long henca 
they lad a aqperior raco track, avd Tam told that this 
Intorest did most to accare the lovstion of the Stato 
Pair at Adrian. 

GAMERS AND VILLAIN, 

On my arrival I stopped at thy Lawrence Hote 
had written to procure a room, but ‘every one was 
engaged. Many who bad theso rooma were gentle 
manly-looking snon from St, Louis, Chicogo and De: 
troit. Toon foond thew out, Ou tho first day of the 
Fair they wero seated around tables. in two back

I 
ought to have known the charpeter of the house bafare, 
by eeeing hung up in the most coneplenoas place the 
portrait of J.C. Heenan, the infumous Amoricaa bully, 

found good accommodations with my friend, 
B. W. Steors, who has'a porsery near the town. It 60 
happened that the reporters on the ground begun to in- 
quire wound whethor thero was apy law against 
gambling in Michigan, and 1a partionlar whethor thoro 
Was any Mayor in the city. Toward night tho police 
wont huto then gamblers’ rooms und sclned thelr ma. 
ehlnery, but could not bold the men themselves, heeatiso 
thelr whiskors nd clothes wore so five. ‘Then thoy 
wont ap stairs, ond ina large room opencd again. It 
was not dificult to find victims. and thoy played away 
till tuto at night, when there was an uproar, which 
ended ina fight. 

Beside theso gavge, there wor others around the 
Fair Grounds, and even within the inclosure, Ono 
soarcely will belleyo this last statement; but with my 
oun eyes Lenw thera enticn Inuocent young wen to 
-bet. Ono of their gang wonld protend to bouspeo- 
tutor. Reluctantly he would bet. First, he would loeo 
alittle—then he would win; and whoh ho got 40 or 
§50 Lo said he would stop,’ and away ho wont. Aht 
did they seo that? Of course they did, und of course 
the poor conntry fools bot and loat their monoy, 

So. many ame to the Fair that crowds could not get 
lodgiugs. “Into the rooms of tho hotel, where curtuins 
were drawn ond koy-holes stufted, Fonng mon were 
entloed on various pretexts, and (hore, as If ia tho 
darkest caves of the lowest depts of bell, they learned 
to play; aud thoro others, who thought themselves 
smurt, stroggled for bonrs. ‘They bet aud lost, and bet 
again, hoping to regain; and with tho breaking day 
tliey were Iucorated and torn with the cuarp claws of 
tho fitly-named Tiger. 

‘Vheso scoret deus wero common, but I was astovishad 
that tho officers should pormit Such things upon the 

rounds, und not two rods from agricaltural wuvbinery. 
Peon aecount. for ie iu no other way than that. (ese 
scoundrols wero emboldened and thy officars blinded by 
the horse-racing epirit of tbo town and tho Pair. 

Twatcbed these gamblors clesely, und I gathered 
facts trom others, ‘CLey ccom to be gentlemin, their 
language is correct; they tako interest in edmmon 
things; they will not drink; Ehove no doubt but they 
are temperata mon.

THER GENERAL CONVENTION OF 
THK PROTESTANT EPIBCOPAL 
oucrem. 

The triennial meeting of the General Conyen- 
tion of the Protestant Episcopal Church opaned 
at Philad{fphia on tho 4th. Publio opinion hus 
boen for sume time on the alort as to tho course 
this Conyoution will parsue on the Church re- 
union quostion, for it is commonly prosamed 
that as tho disruption of the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church in 1844 was tho first wedge driven 
into the Federal Union, thas the Convention in 
Philadelphia will inaugurate the era of Church 
reconstruction, and thus wid in facilitating tho 
reconstruction of the Union. The discussion on 
this subject will, therefore, undoubtedly cAm- 
mand the atteution of the people of the United 
States to a more than ordinary degreo. 

‘Tho mere question of Church union seems to 
bave already been settled in advance. The 
churobes in the South differ only as to the time 
when they shall return, whether at the General 
Convention which meets to-day, or whetber 
thoy shall delay taking any formal steps uutil 
the mocting of the Southern General Council iv 
November, Beside Delaware, Maryland, Ken- 
tucky, aud Missouri, which were represented at 
tbe Genoral Convention of 1862, Tennessee, 
Texas, Georgia, and North Carolina have 
elected delegates to the Conyoution in Phila- 
delphia, Tho Bishop of Virginia, at the recent 
Convention of his divcese, also declared in favor 
of going to Philadelphia, and of there 
making the necessary: arrangements for the re- 
establishment of union, but the majority of the 
Convontion resolved to wait until the meeting 
of the Southorn General Council. 

Ifsome of the seceded dioceses consummate 
their reunion with the General Convention of 
the United States, during its prosent session at 
Philndelpbia, the Southern organization is 
likely to fall to ruins immediately. It would 
not bo possible for three or four dioceses to keep 
aloof from tho National Church, in caso the 
majority of their sistor dioceses should rejoin it. 
Tu fact,the Southern organization may already 
bo regurded as extinct, ‘The Southorn Bishops 
wero to have bad a meeting at Columbns, 
Georgia, in the latter part of Septomber, but 
they did not meet at all, as it was ascertained 
beforehand that but few of the Bishops would 
make their eppearance, 

‘Tho Northora Bishops seem to bo unanimous 
in the opinion that the seceded dioceses should 
bo welcomed back into the old fuld without avy 
conditions. Bishops who haye always given ay 
emphatic support to the war polioy of the Gov- 
erpment, are, on this point, asdecided as Bishop 
Hopkins of Vermont. 

Tuseparably connected with the reunion ques- 
tion is the provision of proper measures for the 
roligiots education of the freedmen. Tho re- 
ligions duty of taking enro of these people has 
been recognized by tho Southern Bishops, the 
Southern General Council, and moro recently 
by tho Diocesan Conventions, and after such 
Precedents it may be expected that the General 
Convention will not hesitate to take the mattor 
into consideration. Tho Christian Churches of 
the entire world aro taking an intorest in the 
welfare of the millions of poor people who now 
in cohsequence of tho war find themselves in a 
position wbich imperiously demands help, An 
American Church that could be silent on this 
subject would covor itself with everlasting dis- 
Bruce,

Death of Dr. Francia Wayland. 

By tho doath of the Rev, Dr. Francis Way- 
‘anil, which took place on Saturday, cbureb, schosl and 
Uteraturo in the United States have autfored a great 
Joss. Fronoia Waylond was a nntivo of this city, 
where bo was born on tho Lith of March 1796, Hay 
‘ng graduated at Onion Collogo in 1&3. bo at firat 
studied medicine, but subsequently devoted bimself to 
Yheology. Having jolocd the Buptist Chnroh in 1816, 
Bo acoopted, the noxt year, a tutorship in Union Colloge, 
Fn ASL he was called to the pastorsbip of the first Bap- 
lat Chureh fo Beston, where ho remained five soars, 
An Septomber, 1625, Le was elected Professor in 
Union Collere, but in Decomber of tho samo 
‘oor he wes choarn President of lrewn University, In 
1849 he resigned tho Presidenes of the Uxiversity 
+ Dut conscotod to rotaia it on condition that the lostita- 
ion should bo reorganized ono plan indiouted by him 
‘This was accordingly douo, and 8125,000 rajsod to effect 
the changes, Ho finally retired fu 1955, His oblef 
works wora: “Thoughts on tho Collegiote Syatem of 
‘the United States," Boston, 1842; * Elewonts of Moral 
Boience," Boston, 1815; *Elemonts of Political 
Economy,” 1897; "Life of Rey. Adoniram Judson.” 
¢wWo volumes, 1853; “Intellectual Philosophy," 1854, 
and many others, A correspondenoo between him and 
‘She Koy. Riobard Fuller, on tho anbject of Slavery, wos 
Published uuder tho titio “Christianity and Sluvory,"

Areary would call “tho moat wobust.”

DEST WATER TO PROPAGATE TROUT IN. 

Spring water from 40° to 45° hay’ thus far proven the 
best'for the business inthis country. Prof, Ramsbottom 
states thot a spring ie preforablo to a brook, ainco the 
latter is Wablo to sudden inwidations which sweep away 
tho ova or destroy them by deposits of mud, In other 
respects, also, a spring is much more desirable, the tem- 
perature of spring water being bighor In the Winter 
season, and more equublo than that of river water, It 
is tbe Snperior warmth of spring water whfch rondors 
ost essential to the process of arti- 
feial propagation. Whon deposited in the bod of n 
spring the ova aro batched in o much shorter poriod 
‘Tho term of their exposure to the 
numerons causes of destructign is consequently less, 
and tho probability of their. ultimate eseapo propor. 
tionably greater. Instead of being Hable to injury for 
moro than one bundred days they are frequently hatehed 
In sizty. River water, indeed, may be of so low a 
temperature as to render it impossiblo that the ova 
shall ever bo hatebed at all, even when properly im: 
preguated and deposited. In situations where spring 
water canuot be obtained in- sudloient quantities, the 
river water should pass through a filter of sand and 
grovel, Ifthe spring is largo enongh and tho ground 
tablo it may bo divided into artificial rilis, with 
pipo of two inchos run of water to each, 
circomstances a gentle, equable, and puro current is 
indispensable, 

HOW 10 PREPARE ARTIFICIAL SPAWNING DEDS. 

If you haye a tront pond, tap ft at the sluice in the 
dam with several pipes of tro inches diameter, cover- 
ing tho ends in tho pond with fino wire gauze, to exclude 
young fisb, or the eggs. of suck dish or roptiles a3 are 
evemies to tront.

be * REVIVAL. 

Piscicultnrists of Europe have traced the arti- 
Beial propagation of fish to the Chinese, thenee—moring 
With empire—the Romans peid signal homage to fish- 
coultzro as. pot philosophical pastime for several of the 
amost distinguished opicurean Emperors, Lucnllus—the 
gourmand who dined on peacook’s,tonguca—expended 
‘ery largo sams in the formation of fish-ponds Some 
of thom he supplicd with sca-water by means of a canal 
ent from the Mediterranean to bis villa at Tnsculum. 
Bergins Orota, in the timo of Crossus, stocked the 
Laerine Lako with oysters, and deriyed lerge revenaes 
therefrom; while the apparatus used in ostraculture on 
the Lake of Fuearo formed tho base upon which the 
French baye constructed their system of ostraculture 
‘of the preset day, Wo saw recontly in tbe Treasury 
at Noples, among articles exhumed from the rains of 
Pompali, a glass vase of fish evs ina perfect state of 
preservation, though having been put up 1,600 year 
previously. It was supposed to bo caviare, but on re- 
Aleotion we have beon Jod to donbt it, because the egga 
wore os larga us those which belong to the salmo genus, 
and the glass yoso was similar in shape to tho bottles 
used in Franco by fish-culturists to export fecundated 
zee to all parts of the world, and St is now claimed that 
At oan be presorvod for yeara without addling an egg. 
‘Wo know that the eggs havo been shipped first from 
Frouee to England, and from thence to Anstralia 
where they pave been batched—both trout and salmon— 
snd were doing so well that Prof, Ramsbottom, who is 
‘fhe fish artist of the enterprise, recently oxpreseed sor- 
prise at tho rapidity of their growth—it being mach 
greater thau on tho British Isles, 

Frou fish culture in the most refined part of anciont 
Rome, by the patricians, we next trace it to the Monks 
‘of tho mountain:—thoso mon of solence and experiment 
Who inyonted eau da vie, tho water of life, commonly 
‘njw as brands—where Don Pincbon, a monk of the 
abtoy Réome, was’ the inventor of the present plan of 
hatching sich in boxes. His inventive faculty wos 
Aoabtless inspired by tho necessity of providing for the 
auweous fasts preseribed by the Church of Rome, 
AftorFather Pinchon, much time clapsed before the 
art of propagating fish traveled far, bnt it was next dis- 
covered on ite westward march, when M. Jacobi, 
German, In 1703 presented his results of thirty years 
application before the Royal Academy of Eerlin. Tho 
Interest thus cxeltod wos not suffered to die entirely, 
though tha incredulous retarded its benefits antil tho 
success of a faw Vhilosopbical capitalists became 60. 
Patent to all who could sce and. read, that fish, by artl- 
Aiclal propogntion, soon became an article of cominerce. 
‘More receutly, “the abundant success ‘which attended 
tho institutiog at Healogen, in which a million of trout 
Dave, in o single year, boon hatehed and reared,” go in- 
terested the mia of science throughout Enropo, that a 
savant of Fran\o reported it to the French Minister of 
Agriculture andCommeres in Fobruary, 1842 
panied with the following comments:

{rom Southera Ohio on boréeback for Dlinoiz. His 
property consisted of hia horse, brio, saddle, aud less 
than a linndred doitors in money, Ie was employed by 
Fome rich menin Ohio who entrasted bim with afew 
Yundred dollars a pices to buy ouitle and driv to 
there, He hod a Jong journey through the wildorness of 
Indiano, and he come into the prairie Stato abont 140 
tailes Konth of Chicago. 'hie olty consisted of about 
900 inhabitants, ving under the protection of the fort. 

Ho was to make bis way to a certain farm, ovrned, 
ey, by one Smith, noar tho head waters of tho San- 
guino. Ono night ke arrived at n house fifteon miles 
teom his destination, but it was the next house. Ie 
wanted suppor.

Tho 
herdsman elts on his horso, or ics on the grass inn 
grove with the bridic in his hand. Ho is ready to 
mount ata moment's notics, A rido at a sharp canter 
of two, three or five miles to Dring in au ostray is 
nothing. No matter what tho wenther may bo, stn- 
shine, thondor and lightning, or spitting snow, one 
must be at nis post, Slnes must bo crossed. They who 
do not Know how to orossthem easily can Jose a horse, 
One must haya a constitution tke the horse he rides.

Iknow of no businoas whioh roqnires bettor Judgment 
than tho stock business, Ono must be both cautious 
aud bold. Often the labors of a wholo life are at atako, 
If ho misjadge, all is lost. One knowing only alittle 
is struck with the at uncertainty nnd hazard. You 
Willzco no narrow, brows and weak eyes among theao 
men, [ut thoy differ from most business men. Thoy 
are slow to move. (Whey almost are liko thelr own oxen, 
Whon called upon Yor qu opinion they doliberatoso long 
you might think yon will got no answer. But st wil 
come, ‘Thoy almost are ng good Judges of mon as of 
cattle, Besides, they aro good farmera. ‘Thoy are fa- 
tillar with the streets of Philadelphia and Now-York. 
They are mostly temperate and chaste mon. Thoy who 
aro otherwiso fail. Dhoy way swim arpbilo, bot thore 
can be only ono end, unless it bo an early grave. Jl 
the help aman can get from leading o virluons lifo is 
tone too ninek. One vico will drag down more than al 
the virtues enu elevate. 

BUYING STOCK. 

‘There isa great difference in tho practice of feeders 
a9 to getting np siocks of onttle. Somo bay onlves, 
somo yearlings, some only good two-year-olds, or three 
year-olds; others buy everything, Much dopondaon the 
condition thoir farms are in. One, with good {mproyve- 
iments, barns, sheds and tame pastures, can deal beat ia 
tho greatest variety. Almost all raiso some cattle, bat 
genoroliy they depend on burying, either in the Spring 
or Summer, then feed on graas and corn, and whoo fat 
enongh, scl. They bny through the whole State, and 
in Todiana, and even go into Missouri. Somo make it a 
polnt to go into Sontbern Indiana ond Min ‘They 
call the stock got in those parts South Downs, so much 
ero they like sheep, An extensive stook-growor told 
me ho always made moucy out of them, so inuch do they 
improyo on the prairio grass. Another who only bnys 
goqd "twos and turecs” sald he could not take them as 
agift. Ithink thatthe Jonger a man follows tho bosi- 
uess the moro particular he is to buy good stock. He 
hos money and ambition to do tho vory best. Such 
profer Durliams of half aud three-fourths blood. All 
like to buy growing cattle, Some willingly qwill buy 
poor ones, if they get thom cheap enough. They give 
ell Cattle plenty of salt overy foi days, that is, one 
fourth of e pound to tho head. When the murrain pro- 
valled they addod to 25 fb of aalt + tb of copperos, aod 
the sume of saltpeter, Feeders sometimes buy of cach 
othor, A great mony are bought in Chicago in Juno, 
daly, Angust and Soptember, Theso are poor lots, 
and aro taken to Central Illinois; whon fat they aro sont 
to New-York or back to Chicago, ‘They are brought 
down very cheap in cars which otherwise would be 
empty. Stockmen soy that for tho last four years 
Chicago has been a better market than Now-York, for 
it wos a distribating point during that peri8a for tho 
ormy and all the United States, Tho way to learn to 
buy stock ts to commence with very smalllots. Much 
of the success deponds on buying. It will pay to raiso 
calves, Mostis made by buying two-year-olds in tho 
Summer. 


COMPETITION IN FAT CATTLE. 
In Champaign Conuty in 1856 thero was a oase which 
caused great excitement among stockmen and farmers 
generally. B. 1, Harris, an old stockmao, was obal- 
longed by a gentleman to a trial of feoding with 100 
head. It wos neocpted, and each selected his cattle, 
‘The time of foeding was to be two years, Mr. Harris's 
cattle averaged three-fourths Dorhnm; those of the 
other gentleman were one-fourth Jess, Of course thoy 
had all they could eat. Each steer ato about 200 bushels 
of shock cora duriag tho time, and St cost 9 centa a 
bushel in the field. At the end of tbo two ycara they 
Woro weighed on the farms of the owners by the Prosi- 
dont of the State Agricultoral Society, Bir, Harris's 
veighed on an avoroge 2,573 pounds; tho other gen- 
Uoman’s averaged 4091 pounds. ‘The first’ woro gold 
on tho farm ut 7 cents gross weight, and cost, including 
ollexponses, Scents a pound, Hosrever, twelve of the 
best of these wero kept over from March till the next 
February, and takon to Chioago, whoro tho averago 
weight was 2,830 pounds, selling at 8 conte. This was 
f-gain of 507 pounds in eleven months, Daring tho Sum- 
mer they were fod half a pov io the Winter half a 
bushel, of corn n day, Tt is aid that there is no record 
of a hundred head of eattla woighiug oven eo maoh aa 
thoso of the gentleman who camo out second best. Tho 
heaviest weighed nearly 500 poundsaquartor. Mr. Har- 
ris told me be could not mako 100 Devons Wolgh near so 
much, thongh the Devons will grow goon and fat young, 
but he would not ecleot them for profitable focding. 
FEEDING ILLINOI STEERS. 

A littlo corn is fed bofore taking to tho pasture, 
that is, in October, commonomg with ono-oighth of a 


ley. This ison grass Then they aropnt into fowd 
lots from two to five acrea eagh, and fod from one-half 
to three-fourths of » bushel a day. ‘The corn is fed on 
the stk, and years back alwoya wos thrown on tho 
ground; mauy do sostill. In July I rodo in a bagey 
through a serlos of feod Jots, somo twenty aorea in all, 
where the corn bad come up as thiok as wheat, and was 
us high as tho horse. ‘Tho cattle aro turned into it tn 
August. Dut those who egok most profit build mangora, | 
called bins, which are fixed or movable; the latter aro 
best. ‘Theso ore 4} foot wide, 2 fect high, and with a 
tight bottom, s a8 to hold shock, jerked or Lusked corn, 
A bin long enough to feed 100 cattle will cost about 850, 
and the cost will be saved in thirty days for the eattle 
eatalltheeorn, Meanwhile, hogs are tarned in to oat 
the litter. In this way bogs do etter than whon they 
ro put into the feed lots ufter the cattle are changed, 
Particularly in feoczing weather, ‘Tho ralo is to have 
125 hogs with 100 cattle, All this is gut-doors. ‘Tho 
stalka make good bods for both avimals. ‘Lo make tho| 
business profitable, it is Important that there bo, plonty| 
of good water, and that feed and drink be glven regu. 
larly every day. Oe. of the most suocessful stock 
growers inaisted that rognlarity in theo things tz moro 
important than much focd. Ho aid ko was fully cou 

Vincod thit attending lo these duties at ono hour on ono 
sy and at another Lour on the noxt would end in loss, 
Lot those Qeeding stook heed tho Lesson. 

In tlils way the onttto, are fod all ‘Wiutor, and they 
Will bo ready for market bs tho Jak of Mnzoli, and from 


tholat to tho 10th of May, whou, from tivo to throo 
weeks cach dolly, they should havea pookSfcorn. They 
tust bo sold from tho Tat to tho loth of June, avd by no 
meana ought to be kopt longor.

PROFITS OF FEEDING. 

‘The profits of feeding cattle generally are from 85 to 
$20 a bead, that is providing cattlo and corn aro Judic- 
fously bought, ‘Thero aro nono of the Jargo focdera who 
ralso oll thoir corn, some bay all thoy focd. It Is very 
ensy to loso money feeding atock. A beginnor is quito 
apt to lose, ‘Tho wmaller bis stock the sufer he will bo. 

As regards whethor cattle or sheop ara most profita- 
ble, thoy say that enttle will boat sheep far, But they 
youire much more capital. AN good managers in the 
cattle business hore becomo wonlthy. So also have tho 
Sheepmen., at to.tell the trath, thoy got rich by buy- 
ing lond, ‘heir stook was ameans. Fortunes nolonger 
can bo acoumulated in this Woy in Tilinols, because the 
ond sso dear, Still, those with farms oan do wall in 
feeding, for thero is abundance of outside range. 

OHANGES, 

No mattor how rich aman may be, or how grent the 
numbor of his acres, he can live no longer than a small 
farmer, ‘The dostiny ot the Inrge farms is to be ont op 
into omall ones, Gralu-growing novor was profitable 
except to give. aman a chauco to pnt doygm his land in 
grass and to plant orobards. ‘Theso statements ara not 
miue. ‘Chey aro mado by the stockmen, No ono botter 
than they know whioh parsnit in lif is most profita- 
ble, or whot Illinois most wants. Said ono, “We 
Ml tore sobools and bettor ones, bat yo eannot hare 
them till the farms become smallor, We waut, above 
all things, manufactures which will keop onr moncy at 
home. 
Chunges are going on. In all conntrles theroare con- 
stant changes, in noneare 80 many and co erent ns in 
cura, So soon as men with 40, 80 or 160 acres got thoir 
affirs in each a condition that they can sow grass 
eood they commonce ralsing stock. and have from two 
to twenty head anunally for asl.
